After the war conditions in Europe
recall to the minds of those who can
remember back that for the days
when the Red Dog and the Blue Pup
were pretty popular animals in Mich-

igan, for alter the war conditions
over across the pond have resulted
in the depreciation of paper money
to that extent that it requires a car-
load of paper money in some of the
countries to buy a box of sardines
And yet if some of the folks over
there who are bemoaning the low val-
ue of the mark and the kroner and
the ruble could have been over in
the Wolverine state along in the
early days they might now be own-

ing the site ot Detroit in exchange
for the fancy handbills called money
by some of the European countries.
For in the early days of Michigan,
valuable land was purchased with
bills no more valuable than wallpa-
per.

In the slate historical museum at
Lansing and in many of the munici-

pal museums about Michigan are
specimens of paper money issued in
Michigan in the days immediately
following its accession as a state in
1837, and these bills have no value
other than as curiosities, although
everyone of them is a promise to
pay.

"Wild cat money" is the name
given this sort of currency, although
the term is erroneously used to gen-
erally denote these bills. "Wild cat",
properly used, designated only those
bills on which the name of the issu-

after tiaveling over a good portion
of the United States that this is
about the only town of its size where
wages and work were as steady as
right here in Belding. He remarked
about different small cities that vere
known to the writer but pointed out
that in all of these the factories had
closed down for a time and then
started up again hiring the mn at
a far lower wage scale. Of course
the wages were low and the prices
of food ftufts remained aboiu the
same which caused considerable dis-sonti-

among the people. But here
in Belding the wages remained .at
about the fame in the mills and wrrk
was tteady. Rent, Mr. Leather also
states, is much less here than in
Monroe, which is his home town As
lor living expenses they range about
tho same in almost all towns, some-
things will be higher while others
will be less, in accordance to the
amount either raised or manufactur-
ed in the vicinity. Mr. Leather talk-
ed for some time on the advantages
we have over other towns of this
size.

Another tourist remarked in the
same way about Belding a few days
after the writer had talked with
Mr. Leather. According to his idea
Michigan is far ahead of the West-
ern states as far as labor condi-
tions are concerned as things had
not opened very much when he left.
This man had a very good .word for
Boldim and said that people who
have their homes here and have
job, could not live in a better towr
in his estimation.

on the Kalamazoo river between
Saugatuck and Lake Michigan, was
another. This town' later was aband-
oned and was covered by the shifting
sands. Only a few years ago while
the government dredges were cutting
a new channel from the Kalamazoo
river to the lake a portion of the
buried town was uncovered, the
channel going through the site of the
place and sidewalks and portions of
houses being brought to light after
many years of burial.

Michigan was flooded with paper
money, and not all of it passed at
par, some of it being dealt in at 25
eents on the dollar. Even if a note
was good, counterfeits were hard to
detect and nearly every business man
had a counterfeit detector which did
everything but detect a counterfeit,
so even if a merchant knew the bank
whose note he was taking was sound
he wasn't sure the particular note
he was taking wasn't a counterfeit.

After awhile the bank notes fell
into disrepute and the Bank of Sand-
stone notes were, known as Grind-
stone notes, while the bills of the
Bank of Singapore were dubbed
Sink-a-por- e. Public ridicule was the
death of the wildcat banic and later
more stringent banking taws were
passed, with the result that the
banking system of the stale was
placed upon a firm foundation.

But today manv of the old "wild
cats", "blue pups" and "red dogs"
still are in existance, and they' are
classy looking bills, but, as said be-

fore, of no value other than as cur-
iosities. Yet, at the time of their is-

sue, each one represented the amount
nrinted on its face, and at that time
likely was received for such value.

The Amherst people got title to
quite a bit of land with their phoney
money, but they weren't the only
ones in the game as many eastern
bills were being circulated in the
new country and banks were being
established with only printing press
and paper as resources, and quite a
lot of government land was purchas-
ed with this sort of money.

It is told that a representative of
It is told that a representatice of

one of the eastern banks came to
Michigan with a large bundle of
bills and that, when buying land, he
would sit down upon a stump and
sign enough bills to make the pur-
chase he desired. No one ever called
for specie for the bills and they were
circulated at face value.

Matters finally came to such a pass
that President Andrew Jackson had
to call a halt on taking this sort of
money for land. The United States
bank was wobbly and the bill print-
ing banks of the east were worse
than wobbly, and along in 1834 and
1835 the eastern bills lost out in pop-
ularity.

After Michigan was admitted as
a state in 1837 the state legislature
fixed up a little financial scheme
which lost a lot of money for some
folks and gained a lot for others. A
law was passed to the effect that
any number of persons might get
together and form a bank providing
enough real estate were pledged by,
the organizers. But the legislature
failed to take into consideration that
real estate wouldn't prove the propersort of asset, if there were no other
assets, should there be a demand to
make good on the bills.

Then came the wild cat bill, the
red dog bill and the blue pun bill. All
that was needed to start a bank was
a charter and a supply of paper, and
banks sprang up about the state like
mushrooms.

There was the bank of Sandstone,
the bank of Singapore and a lot of
other banks. The notes were nice
looking affairs with pictures o.f rail-
road trains, steamships and what not
on their faces, and they were all
promises to pay.

And then another 'bunch of down
east sharps landed here and put one
over on the downeasters who remain-
ed at home. Cities sprung up here
and there, but they were mostly on
paper. There were elaborate maps,
however, showing the location of
schools, churches, etc., which didn't
exist. And many lots were sold for
real eastern money.

Port Sheldon, near Holland, on the
Lake Michigan shore, was one boom
town that didn't boom. Singapore,
